LoNDO.v, Aug. 25.— Many membsrs of the 
majority in the House of Uommons will ro 
fuse to address the voters in the Fall cam 
paigo'< tbronghoab the oountry because the 
ministers have not pledged themselves to 
attack the House of Lords and its power of 
veto. Such refusals have aeldom, 'if ever, 
been Riven before for, whatever the diacon- 
tent in Parliament may have been, the min- 
isteralista have not allowed it to interfere 
with \their party duly during the reoese. 
The reason given by the ministry for not do- 
olariog its poiioy 

AGAINST THE HOOSE OP LORDS 

is simply that it bag none. The cabinet is 
divided on the qaestlon. Rb. Hons. John 
Morley, chief secretary for Ireland, H. H. 
Fowler, secretary for India, Lord Spencer, 
Brat lord of the A'lmiralty, and Arthur 
Aehland are prepared to abolish the Lords' 
veto power. Lord Kimberley, of tho For- 
eign oliice, Poatmoater-Genoral Arnold Mor- 
ley, Lord Herschell, the lord chunoellor, 
and tho Marquis of Ripon, colonial secro 
tary, prefer a leas radical poiioy. Lord Rose 
bery. Sir Wm. Harcourt and Mr. AtquiUr 
tho loaders in the cabinet, simply sit on the 
fence and invite the rest to join them there. 
They wish to drop tho quoation for the 
proaont, and undoubtedly have cogent 
reaaona for ignoring tho iaauo. Some of 
theao reaaona uro purely taotioil. All three 
minlatora are reported to have said that it 
would ho impossible to deal draaliunUy with 
the I-Tfda before a measure for tho payment 
of niembera ahould bo enaoted by tho Com- 
mona, or at leuat provinion ahould be made 
to pay election expeueea from tho public 
fundo. The condition of tho treaeury 
another argument for reticence. 
The party's coffers are almoat empty. Very 
few rich men are left in the organization 
and they are ateadily growing fewer in con 
sequence of the party's drift toward Social- 
ism.

rresumably the result of the radical agi 
tation will be that there will be plenty of 
Liberal, Radical and Labor candidates, but 
no money to pay their election expenses. 
Many Liberals of the middle class are 
anxious for a compromiae programme. They 
regret'tbe increasing political divergence of 
rich and poor, and are opposed to the pro- 
posed surrender to the extreme elements 
in the party. Tho Hyde Park demonstra- 
tion against tho House of Lords to-morrow 
is not likely to put them or the party lead- 
era in better temper. Thorn hks been much 
internal biclsering over tho management of 
the ufTair. Many English radioala refaie to 
take part in the meeting, pretending that 
they need a rest after the exhattating work 
of the parliamentary aeeaion. The Irish 
Commoners who bad promia'nd to appear on 
the platform then tbroatesed to stay away 
unless more BogHsh members should accom- 
pany them. Tite English promised sulkily 
to reconsider their refnaals. Thoy will go 
but not willingly. 

T11IC BESOLntNON

IMPEBIAL PAJRLIAMENT 



Formally Frorogned by Her Majesty 
—The Speech From the 

Throne. -- . 

Review of the Bnsiness of the Session 
—A Very Important 
Record. 



London, Aug, 25. — Parliament waa form 
ally prorogued to-day with the following 
speech from the Throne : 

jifi/ LonU and Oentlenien : — It afTords 
sensible gratification to be able to dismiss 
yoa at the end of a seseion which has been 
little lees than a prolongation of previous 
ones, and it gives me pleasure to reO ct that 
your labors, if they have been exhausting, 
h*vo boon fruitful, I am confident you 
share in tho joy which birth to an hoir in 
tha third generation to my throne, an event 
not merely propltitiona but unprecedented 
in the history 01 thia eonntry. My relations 
with foreign powera continue friendly and 
peaceful. lb u, however, matter of regret 
that the variety of queatlons relating to 
Africa between my government and the 
French republic still remain (unaettled. 
It ia my wish that these be arranged 
without delay, and I am engaged in 
friendly negotiationa looking thereto. In 
concert with the Pxealdenb of the United 
Statea, I have taken bhe atepa neoeaaary 
to pub into effect bhe award of the tribunal 
of arbitration on the question of seal fisher- 
ies in Bebring Sea, and have asaonted to an 
act of parliament for this purpoae similar to 
tho aob which haa been paasod by the con- 
greaaof the United States. Tho govcrnmout 
of the two countries are alao in communica- 
tion with the principal foreign powera with 
a view of obtaining their adhesion to the 
regulations prescribed by the award. 1 re- 
gret lo state that war haa broken out be- 
tween China and Japan. After endeavoring 
in concert with Ruasia and other powers to 
prevent an outbreak of hrs'.ililioa, I havo 
taken atepa to preserve strict neutrality bo- 
twcon tho contending parties. I havo con- 
cluded a treaty with tho emperor of Japan 
for the regulation of oommeroial interoourae 
between that oountry and the United King- 



dom. 

A oonferonco was held at Ottawa in June, 
at which there wore ropreaontatives of the 
hnporial government, the Dominion Cape 
and the Australian colonies to uonaidor 
questions rotating to tho intercolonial tariffs 
and oommunioation. I havo learned with 
satisfaction that tho proceedings of the con- 
ference were of a character calculated to 
strengthen the union of the oolonioa oon- 
oemed, both among themaelvea and with 
the Mother Country. 
Qr.nllcmcn of the Houhc of Oovnnoiix : 

I thank you for the liberal supplicH which 
you havo provided for tho requirouients 
of tho public aorvico, though 1 lament 
tho noocBsity of increasing tho bur- 
don of taxatioi], but it had become 
indiaponaable for the soourity of the em- 
pire. I trust that tho alteration which 
you havo mado in the fiscal fystom of the 
country and to wbioh the greatest part of 
thia BCbsion haa been necessarily devoted, 
will havo tho tfTect of materially alleviating 
all that portion of tho burden which falla 
u))on tho leaa wealthy class of tho people 
and may tend to tho contentment and pros- 
perity of the nation at large. 
My Lords and Oentlenien : 

While tho tronqullity of Ireland has been 
maintained in a remarkable degree, certain 
social administrative dilliculties still exist, 
which continue to engage tho earnest atten- 
tion of my government.

Berlin, Aug. 25 —The moat notable fea- 
ture of the holiday aeaaon haa been the com- 
plete lack of articles and speeches hostile to 
France. In former dull seasons, aomo fron- 
tier incidents and traditiona of international 
hatred have been thoroughly revived, bub 
no tracea of auch dlveraiona have been ap- 
parent this year. Moreover, ainoa the Km- 
poror pardoned the two French apioa and 
thus manifested hia aymp»thy with France 
at the time of Carnot'a aasaaaination, several 
writers and politicians of high infiuence have 
taken to expreaaing their good will to the 
French government. Tho fact that 
France seems willing to believe these 
expressions has encouraged bhe Ger- 
mane, who do not wishtopaaa all bheir 
lives at enmity with their weatern neigh- 
bors. The movemenb la gaining adherent* 
rapidly. The oommon antagonlab' of bot^ 
people ia anarcblam and the fight agalnab 
them ia anppoaed by many to open bhe way 
to mutual regard and reapeob, U nob confi- 
dence. The prospeob lain many partioulara 
chimerical, } et it geba bhe aemblanee of red- 
ity from the Eniperor'a endoraation. He 
and bia governmenb are working aa earnest- 
ly aa did Frinoe Biamarok to Improve tbere- 
lationa between' Faria and Berlin. Of 
course the great obstacle is the reichstag. 

By a curious coincidence somo new light 
has been thrown on the subject of the an- 
nexed provinces by an urtiolo in tho current 
number of tho Deutaoho Revuo. Herr 
Schnocgana, formerly a member of the 
reichstag for an Alsatian district, and now 
Oerman consul in Geneva, ia the author. 
Ho discloses a plan which Biamarok onoe 
proposed, making the territory a federal 
German atato, with ouch auccoseivo Crown 
Prince as hereditary sovereiga. Biamarok 
discussed thia plan in ISIH with several 
Alsatian deputies. It was originally sug- 
gested that the Crown Prince Frederick, 
later Emperor Frederick, be appointed 
Imperial Lieutenant in Strassburg, but 
Bismarck demurred, saying that a mere 
personal appointment would not sufBoe. 
The office should be hereditary. Ho oaid 
othorwise they would continue to be 
governed from Berlin, while it was desir- 
able that the province should be eelf- 
governing. Bismarck thought that the 
people of Alsace and Lorraine would be 
much more likely to become good Germaoa 
than good Prusssans. Scbnoegans related 
that Bismarck's plans was dropped owmg 
to the attempts made In May and Jane, 
IB78, on the Emperor's life. In 1879 Bis- 
marck told Herr Sohneegana that it was all 
up with the matber aa the Emperor in 
bia advanoing.:<year*, -and 'eapeoi«Uy,afte;>„j 
bhe abtempta to kill him, would be deter- 
mined to keep hia aon and heir near - hira. :

The first lot of 
California pears fetohed 4 asd 6 shillinga per 
box. This price la conaidered very cheap. 
Lkter gresner paars were offered and prices 
stiffened to 11 and 12 sliilliDgs. 



PAUNCEFOTE'S PROMOTION.

Nary— Active Preparations General 
—Japanese Set Back. 

" ; LoKDOK, Aug.^,25.-^ .diBpatoh J to the 
Times from TientsiD aayi : General Yeh's 
force of 40,000 men jiinod the mftin body of 
the Chineao tronpa at Ping Vaug on the 
morning of August 23rd. The retreat from 
Yishftn wao a brilliint feat. The heat was 
intenBf, and tho route lay through a difli. 
cult oouQtry. In additiua to those ob- 
Btacles, the oolutnn was harassed along tho 
whole difltanco by bodies of tho enemy, but 
notwithstundio;; all this the march of three 
hundred and fifty miles was effected in good 
order, the Japanese lines at Cbnog Ubew 
belne brolten. 

OfiSooraof the Hongkong & Shanghai banij 
in this city entirely diforedic the report that 
China attempted to raise a loan of £1,000,000 
upon the eeoutity of the Chinese mcrohants' 
fleet. Itisriported that China is negotiat- 
ing with Birmingham firms for a large 
supply of war material. Her agent intends 
to ship the supplies to some Spanish or 
S^uth American port and thence transport 
them to China. 

SiiAN'oiiAi, Aug. 25.— Seven Japanese in 
Chinese dress were arrested in this city to 
day. It> ia stated that they will be driven 
from the country, but should more rigorous 
measures be taken it will cause no surprise. 
Chinese ac'ivity in hunting down Japanese 
spies is daily growing, and according to 
Chinese statements tlie Japanese govern 
ment agents are thickly scattered along the 
entire coast. Throughout China tho Japan- 
ese are harshly treated. Many said to have 
V-«en spies were beheaded on the Island of 
Formoaa. ^ 

A letter from Chemulpo reported that 
nineteen Japanese warships and thirteen 
traoBporta arrived on the Tatung river on 
the 18 ';h iost. Six thousand men who pro 
ceeded to land were attacked by 1,000 
Chinese oavalry, who succeeded in dividing 
the J apanese forces in two par.ta. The 
Chinese artillery, located on an einineDoei 
poured a heavy fi:o into the ranks of the 
Japaneee and made great havoo. The 
JapsBeie^were compelled to retreat to the 
seashoriSi where the guard of the fldet pre- 
vented inMher pursuit by the Chinese. The 
Japanese losBlt reported to have' beea over 
1,300 men. ' 

Yokohama, Aug. 25 —A Japanese iljet 
Is patrolling the China eea for .the purpose 
of interoepiing tho Chinese vessels and pre- 
venting any shipments of rice from going 
north. The Japanese troops in Korea num- 
ber, .It is estimated, between .3."), 000 and ,>0,- 
000 Large numbers of reinforcements were 
, forwarded by rail to day. 

Active military prepitrations continue 
npon the part of Japan. Rsinforcements 
are being ropidly advanced to the front 
News has been received here that lO.'OOO 
Chinese troops are about to make an ad- 
vance upon Seoul. 

The harbor at Nagasaki Is defended by 
torpedoes and submarine mines. Neutral 
vessels will bo piloted in by boats from 
Japanese warships. 

One of the papers says that after reducing 
the Chinese government to submission, " it 
it should prove incapable of inaugurating a 
new epoch oi progress and improvement, or 
when there ia danger of internal commotion 
or foreign intervention, Japan should take 
upon herself the iresponBibility of undertak- 
ing the reform of China, just aa.istie is now 
doing in Korea. " 

The general sentiment prevailing in Japan 
appears to ba in favor of pacification and re- 
form of Korea, and not its possible annexa- 
tion. It is the understanding that the gov- 
ernment intends to push her troops straight 
for Peking. The sudden uppointmt nt oi Mr, 
I K.urino as minister to Washington is con- 
strued by tho vernacular press to be c n- 
nected with the Korean affairs. 

Many Chinese have attempted to dis- 
|;niss themselves. The owners of a Chinese 
lottery have, it is reported, let their hair 

ftow, ontofi their cues and' adojpited the 
s]ianefle oostome. Speculation is rife here 
aa to what demands should be made on 
China after she is defeated, for that end is 
aooepted aa a aaroty. One newspaper says 
China should be made to pay an indemnity 
of .£>0,000{000 yen id gold, while another 
hopea that China will be compelled to 
promise not to interfere in Korean atfiirs 
and that the island of Formosa will be ceded 
to Japan.

FOR HAWAII DIBECr. 

Two Vessels LoiKling at Seattle With Paelllc 
Const Products. 

Seattle, Aug. 25 — For several years at- 
tempts have been made to secure subsidies 
for a direct line botweeu this city and 
the Hawaiian islands, and some months ago 
Mr. T. J. King, manager of the California 
feed company of Honolulu, bad a quantity 
of bran, oats, eto , shipped from varionB' 
points in Washington to Vancouver and 
there transferred to the Cjmadian Pacific 
steamers for Australia. Though the Canadian 
Pacific gave very reasonable rates, they could 
not compete with sailing vessels leaving 
San Francisco. Mr. King was very favorably 
impressed with the quality of Pacific coast 
products, ond having been over the Sojni 
country decided to charter B ship direct to 
Honolulu. Considerable difEcuity was ex 
perionned in finding a suitable vesaol, but 
the b:trk Oakland, now lying at Port Madi- 
son, was ohaitered, and will probably get 
away in a few weeks. She will bo loaded 
from stem to stern and will carry a deokload 
of stock, including a herd of 50 Polled Angus 
cattle for L McCandless, and a number of 
horses and mules for A. Feek, who has a 
railroad contract on the islands. The 
sohooner Moonlight was also chartered to 
load lumber, coal and shingles, while the 
O-ikland will carry oats, wheat, bran and bay.

Port Townsend, Aug. 25.— (Special)— 
Tbe BteamBh'p Queen ia piled ,np on :tbe 
rocks at Point Gordon, 'Cormoraift island. 
Southeast Alaska. Capt. Carroll sent word 
down ou the steamer Chilcat, which ar- 
rived from Juneau last night, that the 
Queen was resting easily, free of. water and 
that he expected to float her cff at the next 
Mgfa tide. 

In 'a'' dense fog at 11 o'clock Tnesday 
night, the day after she sailed from Vic- 
toria, while in charge of her pilot, she ran 
aahore, It was half tide when the accident 
occurred. The next morning the Chilcat 
oime down from the North and observed 
the stranded vessel. Ic was then low tide 
and her bow was ten feet out of the water. 
Some of the passengers had been landed and 
were temporarily sheltered at a neighbor- 
ing cannery. Others remained on board. 
Capt. Carroll told Capt. MoAllep, of the 
Chilcat, that he anticipated no difficulty in 
floating her at high water. He further said 
that it was unnecessary tot the Chilcat to 
remain, and that if he was unsuccessf ul in 
floating her he could get assistance from 
the steamer City of Topeka. 

Capt. MoAllep said that the Queen's 
pumps were working while he lay by, and 
some of the Chilcat's passengers and crew 
averred that a large volume of water was 
beine discharged. Capt. MoAllep thought 
the Queen would get aafely off the next day, 
(yesterday.) 

Tbe Chilcat brought down tke OOrpae of 
Odkar Drew, a miner, whose head was 
crushed to a pulp by a boulder in the 
Nowell mine laat iSatorday. : Hla. mother 
lives in Seattle.

HAWAIIAN AFFAIBS.

San Francisco, Ang. 25.— The ateamer 
Australia arrived from Honolulu at 8 o'clock 
thia morning. The United Press corr-e. 
spondent, writing under date of the HBth 
inst,, says: Since the last dispatch sent 
there has been absolute quiet in public 
affairs. There has been no indicotlon of 
the slighteai; scheme or effort of tho ex- 
Queen'a partisans to disturb the govern- 
ment, who are wailing for the expected re- 
cognition of the republic from VVaahingtou 
and from tho European powers. No day ia 
yet; fixed for the autumn election of the 
legislature, but the registration of voters is 
actively proceeding throughout the islands 
A larger proportion of the nativa voters are 
registering than did for tho May elections. 
The Queen and her adherents continue dili- 
gently to inform the people that Proaidont 
Cleveland is about to restore her. Tho na- 
tives very commonly credit this, and hesi- 
tate to take the oath against the monarchy. 

H.M.S. Champion still remains in the 
harbor, detained in response to urgent up- 
pealB from British residents. The absence 
of any Amerioan warship since tho 12th has 
not been attended with, the slightest incon- 
venience. The government express their 
satitf jkction at this opportunity to demon- 
strate the strength and seourity of the 
present political situation. While a large 
minority of tho Hritlsb residonta are aup- 
portiTB of tho republic and opposed to the 
ex-(.iaeon, it ia very noticeable that nearly 
liU of them are op|i'-' d to annexation to the 
United .Statea ami uro anxioua for closer 
commercial relations with C.mada and Aus- 
tralia. For thespooUl benifit; of our Asiatic 
population tho government huvo proclaimed 
choir neutrality in tho war bniweon China 
and Japan. The Japanese show much ex 
oitement, and are taxing themselves heavily 
to aid their oountry in its ooo& 03.

A DBPLORABLB DISAORBEMENT. 

It is greatly to be regretted that the can- 
nera of the Fraeer River and the Depart- 
ment of Marine and Fisheries are continually 
at war, The canncrs believe that the 
Department is arbitrary and unreasonable, 
and the D»partmeot, It ia to be feared, looks 
upon the eannera as an nntorupulous and 
greedy ael) of men. lb ia juab poaaible that 
each is miatalcen in their eatimate of the 
other. The Depirtment has no earthly 
reason that we can see to worry the can- 
ners and to make their basineas unprofitable, 
and every one can eee that it la in the in- 
tereat of the oannera that the Fraaer River 
be fiahed moderately and judiciously. This 
being the oaae it ia indeed singular that 
they cannot agree upon a modus vivcmli. 

When we come to it quire, wo find that 
ia reality the cinneta and tho Department 
dill'er on only one point. The eannera cor- 
dially approve of moat of the Department's 
regulations. In fact it is only to one of 
them that they have any serious objection. 
This ia the one that relates to the diaposal 
of the ofTil. Thia regulation ia the bone of 
contention. If it were not for it peace 
would reign on the Fraaer River from one 
end of the season to the other. 

There are two objeotiona to the regulation 
with respeob to the disposal of the ofTal, 
both of which are serious. It is regarded 
by the eanners as unnoessary, and it ia be- 
lieved by them to be impracticable. It ia, 
many of the eannera think, impoa- 
alble for them to carry on their busi- 
neu profitably ii they are compelled 
to comply with the proviaiona of the law re 
gardirg ofTnL The law, they contend, has 
until now never been rigidly enforced, and 
DO harm baa come of its non-enforcement, 
There is no perceptible diminution of the 
fiah in the river, and the health of those 
who reside on the banka of ita lower reaches 
are aa healthy as ever they were, and as is 
the rest of the community who live inland 

It is unfortunate that thia matter of tho 
effect of allowing tho olf-»l to drift out to sea 
with tho current has not been clearly ttBcer- 
tained. Tho proceedings of the Commission 
of 1890 were very far indeed from satisfac- 
tory to the parties interested, and tho de- 
cision of tho majority of ita niembors wua 
never approved by the grout inujority 
of those who had any knowlodye 
of the subject. It was aeon that 
tho Hon, D. \S'. Higgins dissented from the 
finding of the majority on the aubjeob of the 
oETal, and it is believed in this part of the 
Dominion that Mr. Higgins waa more com 
petent to form an intelligent and an un 
biased opinion on the subject than either of 
the other two Commissioners. Ho ia a man 
of much ability and superior intelligenaa, and 
it waa evident that be waa desirous to oomo 
to a fair and an independent decision on tho 
aubjeob. The fact that tho Commiaaioner 
whom they regarded aa tho ablest and the 
most impartial dilForod from tlio inujority no 
doubt wont a great wuy towards cuntirming 
tho eannera in tho opinion that tho law 
requiring them to inour a iieavy expense in 
diaposing of the elTtl waa nob suited to the 
conditions of the Fraaer River salmon fish- 
ery waa, in faot, nnneoeaaary as well as 
arbitrary. 

Aa long as tho necoaaity of the Drpvrt- 
ment's requirement with respect to tho offal 
ia in doubt, tho oanners will look upon any 
law or any regulation compelling them to go 
to greab'oxpenae to dlapose of the cffjl ua 
oppressive and balonlated to ieja're tiiuir 
baalness,

further from the Oovernmeni'a intontiou than

Ia our race degenerating V is a question 
which ia often asked in thean day a. Those 
who aro always praising puat times and who 
see but littio good in their own day answer 
unhesitatingly in the afSrmative. The men 
of bhe daya of o'.d, in their estimation, wi r-i 
atrongor and bigger and hardiier than tho 
men of to-day. They were healthier, too, 

d lived longer. There aro diaoases, they 
afllrn', in tlieae days that wero ucknown lo 
our forefathers. Of course tho race is 
degenerating, each generation ia weaker and 
wickeder than ita predecessor. 

Who has not heard a groat deal of this 
Borb of thing and been furcod to listen to 
stories of the wonderful feats of strength 
and endurance performed by tho mon who 
have been long dead and gone 1 " There 
were gianta in those daya" haa been the 
boaab of thia class of men from the earliest 
agea. 

But theae good people deceive themselves. 
When they look back they do not see mon 
and things us they really wore, and when 
they look around them they are too ignorant 
or too prejudiced to do their eontemporaries 
justice. Those who have inquired into thiii 
matter coolly and without prejudice, have 
found that the race — at least our race— has 
not degenerated. Tho men of to-day are as 
rich in all manly qualities as were their 
forefathers, and the women are more beauti- 
ful and better developed than their great 
grandmobhera. Life ia longer now than it 
was a hundred and fifty or two hundred years 
ago. Some dreadful diseases that were a 
soonrge t? the race have entirely dissp 
peered, while others have becomo com 
paratively harmless. A writer on the sub 
jeol asks : 

*' Is the dawn of the twentieth century 
bringing .with it new diseases, new compli 
cationc of exIstlDg maladies, new varieties 
of physical suffering aa the result of the ex 
acting conditions of the present struggle for 
existence ? The answer to this question 
must be emphatically in the negative. There 
is no evidence to ahow that the normal life 
of any individual organ of the body in 
which organic diaease most commonly arisos 
is shorter now than the records would indi 
Cite was the case in earlier days." 

Itis easy enough to aeo that the men of mod- 
ern times have a largo al ore of vitality. What 
is the cause of tho fondness for athletic 
sports that prevails in every country which 
ia the home of men of the Anglo-Saxon or 
the Celtic race ? Is it not because men and 
boya feel life in all their veins 
The vital energy with which they are en- 
dowed muit find exeroiae of -aome kind. If 
the race had degenerated, onr boya would 
be languid and our men indiapoaed to nn 
necessary exertion. But this is nob the 
case. Men of almost all ages are so vigor 
ous thut exertion for tho mere pleasure it 
gives is necessary to their exiatance. And 
it ia getting to be the aame way with 
women. They are not oontenb bo be cooped 
up In the house engaged in ladylike employ 
menta and amusements for twenty hours out 
of the twenty-four. They delight to bo in 
the open air engaging in pastimes that 
would tire the delicate creatures of the last 
oenbnry even to look ab. The oonsequonce 
ia that a new race of women have grown 
up, taller and more robust than their 
grandmothers. And there aro indications 
that this accession of phyaical strength 
ia accompanied by greater intollectual vigor 
and independcnco. In those days wo find 
women excelling in atudies which not very 
manyyeura ago were deemed too difficult 
and abstruse for the female mind; and 
women now engage in oocupationa, and bul- 
ceod in them, which oroa on u time it wua 
cnnsidered only men of unusual capacity 
were fitted to follow. These are not indi- 
cationa of deoadenoe, but of aomething very 
much the reverae. One baa only to direct 
hia attention to this subject to find that our 
race is in every respect as able to do its 
work, phyaical and intellectual, as ever it 
was. 



16G — being the largest ever reported for a 
singla year. The next year, however, it fell 
to 11 '2,000, and remained at that figure for 
several years. But etatiatics of immigration 
how chat it haa boon highoBt in tho years 
before panics, and haa fallen off after. 
Tho immigration of tho year 1S37 wua tho 
largest that had been known up to that 
time, nnd tho number had been steadily 
growing for five yi'ars before that time. 
After thn falling nil' resulting from the 
panic of IS.'iO, tlio higheet point wua again 
reached in lSr)4, to bo followed shortly by 
the second great patiiii. Afrer tho civil war, 
ipcreasiog nuinbiirs of tho pHopla of lOuropo 
arrived uui UiUy until IS7H, whnn u new 
record wua estrdiliahed ui -lOQ.SO^J, which 
preceded another panic. This point waa 
tttriiin passed juit before the depression of 
IHSti, ftud during tho three years before last 
yeai'« panic the greatest yearly uverugo ever 
known was reached. Tho lesson of this 
Bocins to bo thot wo can count on only two 
or three years' reliif from immigration, and 
that wo would better employ this breathing 
spell to catubliah porminenb cheoka before 
the tide swells uguin, ,■ . • f - .- 

The probability ia that the working 
classes of European countries are beginning 
to see that the United States is no longer 
tho poor man's paradise. Tho conditions of 
ifo and of bueinoas in tho Great Repiiblic 
are every year bearing a oloaar resemblance 
to those of the Old World, and it ia very 
evident that the Amerioana have not been 
more auoceasf ul in solving the social problems 
that older communities have had to deal 
with than are the statesmen and philan 
thropiata of Ear6pe.

PUJRSISTEST LYING. 

The Timea of last evening returns to the 
attack of the Qovernmenb in bhe mabter of 
provincial finances, about which it has said 
so much, by quoting from a local weekly 
paper. The latter says : " I'ho ieauo ia a 
plain buEincss one. Here it is : Can tho 
Government promptly and Equarely meet all 
its obligations or can it not 'i " The Col- 
onist is charged with meeting the ullcga- 
tiona made by the Timea and echoed by the 
Opposition proas generally, by "lectures on 
patriotism nnd tho necoaaity of standing to- 
gether to keep up tho credit of the Pro- 
vince." This ia entirely a wrong stutement 
of the case. The Colonist gave the charges 
a oabegorioal • and emphatio denial. Our 
reference to the credit of the Province waa 
aimply an incident of the diacuaaion where- 
by the evil of making lying statomenta 
about fo important a matter waa dwelt up- 
on. When our eontemporaries now treat 
these falaehooda aa unanawered we can only 
oonolnde that they are either blind or will 
nob Bee. In either caae the fault Is not that 
of the Colonist. We do not propose to re- 
iterate, for the mere sake of wrangling with 
our oonteinporaries, what we have already 
stated in the plalneab termr. 

THE GOLD OUTPUT. 

Those who are lamenting tho scarcity 
of gold will be surpriaed to learn 
that the supply of that very precious metal 
has of late yeata oonsiderably iooreaaed, and 
is likely to go on Inoreasing. The world, we 
are told, produced more gold laat year than 
ever it did before, and the product of the 
present year promises to be greater still. 
The worth of lust year's gold output waa 
$155,o2'2,000. This year it ia eatimated that 
it will be §176.000,000. When California 
and Australia were prodnoing gold at what 
some believed to bo an alarming rate, the 
total output was less than this. Tho indi 
cations are that there is no fear of there 
being a scarcity of gold or silver for many a 
long dsy to come.

lb ia a remarkable fact that a larger num- 
ber of aliena are leaving the United Statea 
than are immigrating to it. Thia Is what 
the Portland Orrgonian says about the 
matter : 

Hard times and low steamer rates tn 
I'.uropo are Bonding many more aliens ulrobd 
than oomo to this country. It has been esti- 
mated, on the basis of the most reliable sta- 
tiatioi attainable, that during the first six 
months of this year 151 former immigrants 
have returned to Europe for every 100 that 
came to make their homes among ua. This 
represents a oib losa in the foreign. bom 
populabion of over 65,000 for tho half 
year. Return of aliens has boon a 
feature of every American panic, though 
Bhatistics for the earlier years uro inoom- 
ploto. They were not oulleoted prior to 
IStiS, und therefore the effect of tho panics 
of l.S.'l? and 18.")" cannot bo known. After 
fiopaniu of lH7.'i, emication increased from 
()l .OVlJ to ,S'J I'.'l for ]S7-t, and lOG .'i/O (or 
thii iicxtyoar. But the iinpulBO did noclaat, 
UQil during tho next tlirt-o yiiurp there wua a 
f illing oil' in tho nunilmr returning homo tn 
Uluropo. Again, in 18S I and lH8o, I ho out- 
ward bound movement reached large propor- 
tions, the nuDibor for the latter yei^r — 153,.

FRANKLIN COLLIEBY DISASTER. 

fhe Mine Still on Fire— Upntba Before Work.

Seattle, Aug. 25. — An examination into 
the oatiaea which led to the death of thirty- 
seven men in tho Franklin coal mine yester- 
day afternoon is being conducted by 
Coroner Horton of King County, A 
great -many witnesses have been summoned 
and the examination will last several days.

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WRITING CANADA'S HISTORY. 

A Committee of Edacatioualists Act as 
Jndffes— A National Stand- 
point 



Is the Object in View, so as te Have a 
Text Booli on History Acceptable 
to All Clasaes. 



As ia well known, a movement has 
been on foot for Bomo years to have a 
school history of Canada ,Written from a 
Dominion, instead of provincial points of 
view as at present. A woric is desired 
■which ia distinctly Canadian in sentiment 
and lit fur use in all the schools in Can- 

• ada, irrespectivo of the creed and nation- 
ality of the pupils. 

Tlio promolei'S of I li e uiidei talvini,' liavo 
felt that siioli a text book wou'd bo a 
power operatini,' to unify the puljlic spirit 
. arid patriotism of the rising generation of 
Oanndiana. The movemunt has been 
■everywhere endorsed by the active teach- 
'ers and prominent educationists of the 
' Dominion and resulted in the opening 
more than a year ago of a prize competi- 
tion, with the object of producing a suit- 
able text-book on the lines indicated. 
The usual royalty of ten per cent, on all 
books sold IS being ulibred as the lirst 
price, and it is estimated that it will 
bring tovits winner more than $20,000. 
The other" prizes are of minor value. 
Forty-four competitors ai-u at wurk and 
are to submit tlioir work.s on .January 1, 
1S'K>, to the exiuuining committee. 

That conunitteo is known to-day 
among tlie teachers of Canada as the 
■"Dominion History Committee on Manu- 
iScripts." In all probability it will hold 
its first meeting next January. Because 
of the magnitude and importance of the 
task in hand the public have an interest 
in knowing the composition &f the ex- 
amining committoo. The subjoined 
sketclies of its members are intended to 
.satisfy that interest. It will bo observed 
■that the committee consists of nine mem- 
ibers, two jointly representing Quebec, 
■^md one eacli of the other provinces. 

ONTAIIIO'.S llKl'UESKM'ATIVi;. 

The gentleman who is to represent the 
great province of Ontario in tin's impor- 
tant undertaking is W. J. Robertson, 
D.A , LL.B., one of the provinces fore- 
onost scholars. The county of Renfrew 
is his native place, ho having been born 
in the townsliip of AVestmeath, on the 
ist of September, I84(i. His father, who 
had been a teacher, died when ho and his 
brother were quite ^ oung. He received 
an education in the public schools of 
Lanark' county, and at the age of 20 
quitted the farm a<fid began In earliest 
the pursuit of more advanced studies, 
attending the Portli high school for a 
year and a half under the tuition of Rev. 
Thomas Hart, now professor in Manitoba 
college. • 

At this school he received a thorough 
grounding in classics, and in 18G0 ho 
nmrticulated with bonoza. in ...classics, 
Englisli liistory and French in Toronto 
university. At the end of liis first col- 
lege ye.ir ho won the general proficiency 
scholarship in classics, mathematics. Eng- 
lish and French, also carrying off bigli 
lionors in his second year including the 
general proficiency scholarship, a scholar- 
abip in metaphysics, ethics and logic as 
well as a prize in history. His third 
year at college proved equally fruitful and 
the next year ho graduated with lirst- 
cluss honors ni mathematics, history and 
civil polity, winning the gold modal for 
metaphysics, the silver modal for mathe- 
matics and the Prince of Wales' prize for 
highest general standing. Upon.leaving 
college Mr. Robertson spent a year as as- 
sistant to Prof. Kingston at the meteor- 
•ological observatory and the same year 
received the appointment of university 
examiner in metaphysics, ethics and civil 
polity, which position he filled with dis- 
tinction for the usual term uf three years. 
.St. Catharines Collegiate institute next 
obtained his services as a teacher of 
-mathematics and history. About this 
time the iustitute, one of the oldest in 
the province, was entirely reorganized by 
by Mr. Seiith, now of the Eduoiition de- 
partment, with the greatest succocs, for 
it soon attracted students from iill over 

■ Ontario and won the highest distinction 
nt all the university and educational ex- 

.aminations. Some of the ablest niatii- 

• ematician? of the province were educated 
there. In 1880 Mr. Robertson, in con- 
junction with Dr. Bercliard, of Toronto, 
wrote a High School Algebra, which is 
now generally used in high schools of 
the pi'i.vince, and duriiit; llie sanio j cur, 
in coiijuMctioii with (i. Mercfir .Aihuii, he 
prepared the Public School History of 
England and Canada, He and his col- 
laborator. Dr. Berchard, have sinci) is- 
sued a Higher Algebra, which is much 
used in t)ut:ii-i(i, and hii.s receivi d liii;h 
reciuinii.jndiil ions in ( .'erni.my. In ISDl 
j\Ir. RoljiTt.son i)rupaied the lligli .School 
History (jf Miigliuid and Canada ; the 
Kiiglisli |iiii-ti(in being .-lu ii(l,'iptati(jn of 
MiHS lliickley's llist/jiy of iMiglaiiil, but 
the Canadian history lieiiig entirely 
original work. The work has been very 
widely used outside of Ontario. 

In connection with his other studies 
Mr. Itobertson ha.s pursued that of poli- 
tical si-ieiu-e and has written a jiainphlet 
on " Bank ing and Currency," which was 
published at the leiiui.st oi leading 
bankers, business men and iieads of pub- 
lic institutions. "The Teacher's Rela- 
tion to the State," "A Comparison ot the 
Political Institutions of Canada with those 
of ( I ruat Britain and Ireland and with 
those of the I'nitcd States," are among 
his Works in this lino. He is a fre(|iieiit 
contributor to magazinea, newspaper.s and 
periodirals. 

He has also devoted considerable at- 

-tentionto church work, having been a 
member of the general conference of the 
Methodist Church of Canada since 188(1. 
He is a member of the senate of \'iotoria 
university, and, since its inception, of 
the .St. ( 'iilhai-iiies ji'reo Library board. 
Besides acting on this committee, Mr. 
Robertson has in hand, for iiao in liigli 

. schools, a history of (ireuco ,uid ivoine. 

nii. .S. I>. ItODINS, MoNTUKAl.. 

Dr. S. p. Robins, one of the two rep- 
resentatives of t,)uobec, is among the 
foremost educationists not only of the 
prov lice, but of the Dominion, aud par- 
ticularly by his work in odnueobton with 
the McGill Normal school, has ho made a 
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name that will long live in scholastic cir- 
cles. He is a son of the late Paul 
Robins, a minister of the Bible Christian 
ciiurch, and Ann Vickor)', and was born 
at Eavorshani, Kent, Eng., on .January 
87, 18.'3;!. Ho came to Canada with his 
parents in 18-10, and resided at I'etor- 
boro, Out., whuro ho had the good for- 
tune to como under the tutorship of Rev. 
R. J. 0. Tayler,. reotur of the parish and 
head master of the grammar school. In 
his sixteenth year he commenced toach- 
his first scliord being in tlio township 
of Uummer. County of A'ictoria, and hia 
second in the township of Hamilton, 
county of Northumberland, where ho 
mained three years. In 1851 he wont to 
Toronto and became a pupil in tlie Nor 
mal school and before the end of the 
year he was employed in teaching tlio 
class of which ho had been a member 
After teaching in the Toronto Normal 
and Model schools for three yeirs or 
more, ho was appointed headmaster of 
the Central school, Brantlord. Subse- 
quently he took a year's rest from edu- 
cational work, and on the establishment 
of the McGill Normal school in 1857, ho 
removed to Montreal to become one of 
the professors of that institution, a posi- 
tion wliicli he continued to iill for thirteen 
years. Meanwliile ho connected himself 
witli the arts department of Met Iill uni- 
versity, did double work while an under- 
graduate, and graduated B.A. in 180^. 
Five years later he took the degree of 
M.A., and the degree of LL^D., in 
course, was received, also from McGill, in 
1880. In 1870 he became a superinten- 
dent of tlie Protestant schools of tlio city, 
under the Protestant Board of School 
CoinmisBioners, but resigned the position 
in 1883 to become principal of the Mc- 
Gill Normal school, and the Protestant 
school commissioners took occasion of the 
opportunity to show their great apprecia- 
tion of his faithful service by making him 
the recipient of a handsome acknowledg- 
ment, whilst the general body of Pro- 
testant teachers ia tlio city presented him 
with a kindly worded resolution. At one 
time ho was president of the Provincial 
Association of IVotestant Teachers. For 
many years he has eerved as one ol their 
representatives on the Administrative 
commtBsion under the Pension, act, and 
he also has the honor to be their repre- 
sentative on the Protestant committee of 
the Council of I'ublic instruction. His 
greatest pride is in the confidence which 
his fellow-laborers have reposed in bini, 
and his highest ambition is to servo them 
faithfully and to diligently advance their 
best intereatsas ha may have opportunity. 
Dr. Robins is a member of the Methodist 
Church of Canada, and has been aiioflice- 
bearer for upwards of forty years. He is 
a class leader and local preacher, and in 
his religious labors, as in his educa'ional, 
he is untiring. He was first married in 
185-1 to Miss Elizabeth How, of Cam- 
borne, Out., who died in 1807; leaving 
seven children, b'ix of whom are still 
living. In 1871 he married Miss Jane 
Dougall, of Montreal, by whom he has 
two children. 

A gentleman who was instrimiental in 
getting Dr. Robins to coiiio to Montreal, 
and who ia thoroughly conversant with 
his labors here some years ago, spoke of 
him as follows: "Dr. Robins came to 
Montreal as professor of mathematics in 
the Mctiill Normal school. In that 
capacity he served with the greatest ef- 
ficiency for a number of years, when be 
accejited tlie jjosition of superintendent 
(jf city schools, under the I'rotestiint 
Board of Comiii'ssioners, still, however, 
by sp 'cial recjuest of the corporation of 
McCiill university, which, with the Hon- 
crablo the Superintendent of Public In- 
struction, has the supervision of the 
Normal school, doliveriii'^ certain courses 
of lectures tiierein. Dr. Robins has 
now (1880) been engaged for twenty- 
three years in tducjitional duties of the 
highest impcntaiico and responsibility in 
the'province of Quebec, and ia entitled to 
rank as one of the first educationists in 
the Dominion. The Protestant schools 
of the city of Jlontreal owe a largii i)art 
(jf tfioir present usefulness and reputa- 
tion to his able and zealous CKertiuns. "

THE LUMBER DUTIES. 

(Montreal (Blazotte.) 
From a Cwndian standpoint, perhops the 
moat sutiafuctory feature of tho new Aniori- 
oan tariff ia tho removal of tho duty on lum- 
ber. Free lumber should not only result in 
iiiorentiing tho aalo of tho Canadian article 
in tho United State?, but also In lesauning 
tho f|uautiiy of logs towed from the north 
shore of Lako Superior and tho Georgion 
biy to Miohlgun niilla. The lato taritt on 
lumber was ilieaatroua to tho industry on 
' Goori^ian buy, Michigan lumbermen obtain- 
ing their supply c f logs from Canadian limits 
under the protection of an import duty of §1 
per 1,000 foot on pine and $2 per 1,000 feet on 
spruco. L^Bt year no leas than 400,000,000 
fcot (.f lumber in tho log waa towed acroas to 
Michigan from Canada, and about tho only 
giin ID this country offsetting this ropid de- 
nuding of out fortsl -s-oilth v.i: the pay- 
ment of dues to the Ontario government. 
The advantage of carriage, sawing and mau- 
ufaoturo all aoorued to the United States. 
Hereafter, however, lumber will obtain free 
admission to the American market, and 
there ia some prospect that tho Canadian 
mills will be ablo to rneume operations on 
the Georgian bay, sending the finished arti- 
cle in place of the Ir-ga to the noighboring 
cuuniry. The new tariti' ia broad and com- 
prehensive, reading as follows : 

Lobs and round unmanataotured timber not 
Bpcclally enumerated or provided for In this 
act. 

Firowood, handle bolts, heading bolti, stave 
bolts and shioK'o bolls, hop poles, fence posts, 
railroad ties, ship timber and ship planking, 
not specially provided tor in this aoc.

Timber, squared or sided. 

Sawed boards, planks, deals nnd other lum- 
ber, rough or drcasod, except boards, plank, 
doala and other lumber o( ctdar. lignura-vituo, 
lancowood, obnn^. box, granudiUa, mahogtny, 
rosoH'Ood, satinwood and all other cabinet! 
woods . . ,. . 

Pino clapboards. 

iSpruce clapboards. 

Hubi tor whet-ls, posts, last' blocks, wagon 
blnoks, oar blootcs. Rltn blooks hsadlag and all 
like blocks or stioKS, rough bewn or sawtd 
only. 

JLaths. 

Pickets and paliogs. 

Shingles. 

Slaves of wood ot all Huds, wood unmanu- 
factured: Provided, That all of tho articles 
above mentioned whon imported from any 
couDtry which laya an export duty or imposes 
diaoriniinating stiimpago dues on any of them, 
snail bo subject to tho duties existing prior to 
tho passngo of this act. 

The foregoing clause is more liberal in 
terms even than the Houae bill, inaamuoh 
aa dreaaed lumber ia to be admitted iree 
under the Senate bill, while the first propo- 
sition was to pnt a dnty oa thisoIasB. The 
duties of the MoK.loley tariff, which are 
about to diiappear, were os follows : 

Timber, hewn and rawed, and timber 
U9ed for spars and in bnliding wharves, 10 
per cent. 

Timber, tquared or sided, one iialf of one 
cant per oubio foot. 

Sawed lumber of beinioek, white wood, 
sycamore, while pine or basswond, $1 per 
1 000 feet ; other sawed lumber $2 per 1,000 
feon. 

Cedar ties, posts and poles, 20 per cent. 
Pine olapbourda, $1 pur thouaand. 
Spruce o'apboarda, §1 50 per thouB<\nd. 
Lttha, 15 cents pvr thouaand piecea. 
Picketa uud palings, 10 per cent. 
Shingles, 20 cents and 30 cents per thou- 
sund. 

Canada haa always sold largely of her 
forcat product to tho United States. In 
1893 we exported to that countrv logs to 
Iko value of $1,508,000, lumber, $9 910.000, 
ahlnglos $7:i'),90O, railway ties $21'2 (300, 
stave boltH $103,000, lathfl, p»Ur'g^ und 
pickets $1(J4,500. The removal tf the duties 
is certain to prove helpful to tho industry. 
If it does not increase the price obtained by 
tho Canadian lumbermen, at least it will 
olaeo them in a batter poaitioa to compete 
in the American market, and thia impor- 
tant industry promises to beoome still more 
active and prosperous as a oonsfqueooe of 
t lin tariff legiilation juBt completed at 
WAuhington.
